Voluntary agencies have helped meet
the needs of individuals and communities affected by disasters
since the 1800’s. Today, they serve a critical role in the emergency
management field from helping communities prepare for and miti-
gate the effects of disasters to providing immediate response and
long-term recovery services. Without the support, dedication, and
expertise of voluntary agencies, the government would be unable to
address all the needs of disaster-affected communities.

Course Objectives:

1. Describe the unique strengths that voluntary agencies
bring to the emergency management community;

2. ldentify important historical milestones in the development
of voluntary agencies in the U.S;

3. Describe briefly the history of each National Voluntary Or-
ganizations Active in Disaster (NVOAD) member agency;

4. |dentify the roles and services that voluntary agencies
provide throughout each phase of the emergency manage-
ment cycle (i.e., mitigation, preparedness, response, and re-
covery);
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5. Explain the importance of collaboration and coordination
among voluntary agencies and between voluntary agencies
and their emergency management partners;
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6. Describe the entities (e.g., National Voluntary Organiza-
tion Active in Disaster, the Donations Coordination Team) that
foster government/voluntary agency coordination throughout
the emergency management cycle.
